Please refer to our telegrams Nos.3273 and 
3274 of 6th June concerning President Truman's 
statement about incitement to violence in Palestine. 
This statement has, not surprisingly, called forth 
counter-blasts in Zionist quarters. According to 
the press, the American Zionist Emergency Council 
declared that it would be most helpful if the President 
would also call upon the Mandatory Government to 
cease its illegal acts which were at the very root 
of the disturbances in Palestine. Former Senator 
Guy Gillette, President of the American League for 
a Free Palestine, said that the only way to avoid 
further violence in Palestine was: to eradicate the 
causes provoking that violence - by which he meant 
of eourse British policy in the country. A similar 
position was taken by the Hebrew Committee of National 
Liberation, which said that it would continue to attempt 
to move Jews from Europe to Palestine and to support 
the*Palestinian resistance movement, The Palestine 
Resistance Committee (which has in fact gone into 
liquidation) also made a statement to the effect that 
the President's request was an invasion of the civil 
rights of Americans. This may be considered as a 
further pronouncement by the American League for a 
Free Palestine. — 


26 Reference was made to the British note to the 
United Nations on illegal immigration by Dr. David 
Petegrosky, Executive Director of the American Jewish 
Congress. He said that this request was an attempt 
to prejudice a problem now under international 
eonsideration. He accused the British Government of 
using the United Nations to sanction its own illegal
